Contractor Cuts 150 
workers at Fort Rucker

DynCorp, who performs aircraft 
maintenance for Ft. Rucker’s train- 
ing helicopters, has been notified by 
the Army of a reduction in the Ft. 
Rucker flight training program. 

Ft. Rucker’s training funds have 
been reduced by about $23.3 million 
which is a share of the $80 million 
total cutback in the Army’s training 
budget. 

The budget cut means that the re- 
quirements for aircraft maintenance 
support under the terms of their con- 
tract have been reduced. 

According to Bill Hayes with the 
Ft. Rucker Public Affairs Office, 
“The reduction is expected to affect 
directly the amounts available for di- 
rect costs and contacted services 
supporting flight training, particular- 
ly flight instruction and aircraft 
maintenance.” 

DynCorp of Reston, VA, who 
holds the largest aircraft mainte- 
nance contract at Ft. Rucker, an- 
nounced last Friday, January 29, that 
approximately 150 employees and 
20 management personnel will be 
laid off by February 12. 


The contractors work force to- 
taled some 2,100 employees two 
years ago. Company officials say the 
present workforce of 1,885 is being 
reduced to 1,710. 


Hayes stated that on a smaller 
scale, other areas affected by budget 
cuts include civilian pay, base opera- 
tions, construction, and other miscel- 
laneous expenditures, 


“Every cost cutting measure is be- 
ing reviewed several times to cut 
costs instead of students while main- 
laining safety in training, and the 
quality of our graduates,” said 
Hayes.

From Highway 54, the chase con- 
tinued into Walton County, Florida 
on Florida 83 and into DeFuniak 
Springs where it ended. The suspect- 
ed thicf and car attempted to go 
through a busy intersection at High- 
way 83 and U. S. 90 in DeFuniak 
Springs but struck several other cars. 

Last reports were that several 
peoplehad been injured in the acci- 
dent but the extent of their injuries 
was not known at press time. 

After wrecking the stolen vehicle, 
the suspect fled the scene on foot, 
however he was captured and was 
not hurt in the crash. 

The suspect, Kassey Reedy, age 
21, of Elba, will face theft charges in 
connection to the stolen vehicle, nu- 
merous other charges resulting from 
the wrecks and his attempt to clude 
law enforcement officers. 

The suspect is being held in the 
Walton County, Florida jail pending 
further investigation. 


CAR-TRUCK CRASH SERIOUSLY INJURES ONE... A two-vehicle wreck involving a 1981 Honda Civic 
and a semi- tractor-trailer occurred approximately 2 miles west of New Brockton shortly before 11 a.m. on Tues- 
day. Reportedly, the compact car, driven by Pauline B. Qualls, age 54, of 1226 Ann Street in Elba, was traveling 
east on U.S. 84 when it crossed into the oncoming lane colliding head-on with a tractor-trailer. The unit, being op- 
erated by United Parcel Post, was traveling west, being driven by Charles G. Brown, age 47, of Wetumpka, Ala- 
bama. The driver of the truck was uninjured; however, Qualls sustained multiple injuries and at press time, she 
was listed in serious condition in a Dothan hospital.

members have had a conflict. 

The motion to hire Mr. Parker in- 
cluded wording to clearly indicate 
the council wasn't satisfied with 
Haywood's statements that Hanchey 
had no further employment rights. 

Added to the motion was the fol- 
lowing, “in voting to appoint Mr. 
Parker we are not sustaining the ter- 
mination of Freddie Hanchey's em- 
ployment and have made no finding 
there was any good cause to termi- 
nate his employment.” 

Alabama law provides for the 
council to give the mayor the author- 
ity to appoint a police chief but no- 
where in the Elba city codes has that 
been done. In fact the Elba City 
Code of Ordinances specifically re- 
serves this power of appointment to 
the mayor and council acting jointly. 

Title 11-43-81 of the Code of Al- 
abama allows the mayor to remove 
any officer for good cause, but only 
temporarily. This section of the law 
instructs the mayor to report the re- 
moval and his reasons to the council 
at its next regular meeting. The 
council then decides to sustain the 
dismissal or not to sustain, in which 
case the person is put back to work. 

Elba went through this several ad- 
ministrations ago when the late Bob 
Folsom wanted to fire a police chief 
and the council disagreed. 

Haywood acknowledged this part 
of the law in an open council meet- 
ing but told the council members he 
would suspend (fire) Hanchey as fast 
as they put him back to work. 

Haywood’s last public statement 
on the matter was a strong opinion 
that Hanchey had been a temporary 
employee since October 5th and he 
had no further employment rights 
once the 90 day evaluation was over. 

Jared, acting for Hanchey, said 
this week that they have again for- 
mally asked for the required hearing, 
but have gotten no response. 

When asked if he intended to file 
a lawsuit in the matter if they didn’t 
get the requested hearing, Jared said 
that was one Nt He said he 
would present the options to Mr. 
Hanchey at the proper time and Iet 
him make the decision. 

When asked if Hanchey was still 
on the payroll, Jared said he under- 
stood the council had suspended him 
with pay, but the man wasn’t receiv- 
ing a weekly paycheck from the city. 

The Alabama Codes clearly spell 
out the powers of both the mayor 
and the city council. They also sup- 
port the rights of individuals to per- 
serve their name in a dismissal situa- 
tion. 

None of those have been followed 
in the Freddie Hanchey situation. 
However, Haywood contends none 
of the above laws are applicable be- 
cause, in his mind, Hanchey was 
only hired for 90 days and that 90 
days was over.

Local'Chamber briefed on U. S. Hwy 84

Highway development was the 
subject of a special meeting Tuesday 
evening, sponsored by the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce. Past Presi- 
dent Doris Matthews coordinated the 
meeting. 

Mr. James Kelley, 7th Division, 
Division Engineer and members of 
his staff were present to update Elba 
Chamber members, They also an- 
swered questions from the group. 

Highway work in and around the 
Elba area presently under contract is 
almost $3 million. Lomax Fulford, 
District Engineer, Enterprise, dis- 
cussed this ongoing local work. 

The work includes the $708,000 
straightening of U. S. 84 from the 
West end of Davis Street across to 
Dorsey Trailers. This will take eight 
months to complete. Bullard Exca- 
vating of Red Level is the contractor 
on this project. 

The bridge culvert on the Kinston 
Highway at Moores Creek has been 
contracted at a cost of $307,000. 

Widening of Highway 189S from 
Elba to Kinston will cost $1.7 mil- 
lion, Couch Construction has this 
project underway. They are widen- 
ing the highway two feet. When 
completed the road will be 24 feet 
wide and completely resurfaced. 

Mr. Kelley acknowledged High- 
way 84 in Elba needs resurfacing 
work. He stated that in the next few 
months the “outside lanes on the 
four-lane portions will be improved 
so you and I can actually ride on 
them”, He explained this resurfacing 
work will probably be phased in and 
completed about the same time the 
major straightening work is complet- 


Highway 189N (Elba to Brantley) 
will probably be improved beginning 
next year, according to Kelley. 

The road is now 20 feet wide and 
will be widened and resurfaced, He 


said most of the curves would prob- 
ably remain, but the road would be 
wider. This would be a great benefit 
for big trucks and for automobiles. 

The four-laning of U. S. 84 from 
Enterprise to Andalusia is in the 
planning stages, according to Kelley. 
A consulting firm from Kentucky is 
working on developing a corridor for 
the 40 mile long Enterprise, New 
Brockton, Elba, Opp and Andalusia 
leg of this cross-state highway. 


The engineer was open 
with his praise of both 
Senator Crum Foshee and 
Representative Jimmy 
Holley. Both have been 
strong supporters of the 
highway development 
program across South Al- 
abama. 


Kelley stressed that the facts pre- 
sented to the consultants included 
routing the four lane at least “near” 
each of these communities. He ex- 
plained the concept was to give as 
many people as possible access to a 
four lane highway. 

The engineer was open with his 
praise of both Senator Crum Foshee 
and Representative Jimmy Holley. 
Both have been strong supporters of 
the highway development program 
across South Alabama, 

Kelley noted that the plans call 
for keeping the road in or near the 
affected cities and speculated that 
there “might have been some repre- 
sentative influence on that thinking.”
